“gold coins” and not “Gold currency notes” is not readily seen. As 
it is, the law must be obeyed. Presently a few numismatic groups 
and dealers are hoping to get this problem straightened out with 
a visit to Washington. Many were under the impression Gold 
Notes had the same status as Gold Coins.

Vv. G.—Has border rims most features 
and lines visible. Part of Liberty visible. 

GOOD—All feutures and lines worn but 
visable. 

FAIR—Considerably worn. 

POOR—Considerably worn smovth, or 
corroded, good only as space filler. 


This grading is used only as a guide to 
help you and is a general medium used by 
all dealers and collectors in the Numis- 
matic field, 


POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS 


1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on wheat 
ear are a good spot to look for wear. On 
a coin classed as very good most lines 
should be showing, on a coin graded fine 
they should be sharp. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded fine should 
have full liberty. 


5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberty 
is clear and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, and 
coin classed as very fine has full horn and 
tail shows on hip. 


10 CENT MERCURY: Watch lines on 
fasces, on coins classed very good some 
fasces lines show, a fine coin should have 
most all lines. 

FOR BEGINNERS who are just starting 
to collect, here are a few suggestions and 
some advice. First, a coin guide book is 
a must. They can be purchased for $1.00 or 
more for helpful information: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news of 
help and interest. Most coins can be found 
in circulation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coins. 
Value of coins depends greatly on the 
condition. Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced. If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins dao not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 
by writing the Treasury Dept., U. 8. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling.

When one pays a high price for 
a proof coin, there should be no 
doubt of it being the real thing. 
Your editor feels this is a very 
good suggestion which will bene- 
fit the collector and the hobby.

Editor’s note: 

The 1864 Bronze shift Cent is 
rare, but today there is no de- 
mand. 

There are a number of pieces 
around, your early coinage had 
most of these uprights. Some 
you may note are off centered in 
various degrees. Normally the re- 
verse is facing down in relation 
to the obverse. Your early copper 
pieces are found to have most of 
these shifts, which are known as 
“Die Shifts.” This is due to the 
die shifting while the planchets 
are being struck. I recently noted 
a liberty V nickel with the re- 
verse upright. Pieces known to 
have die shifts are % cents, 
Large cents, 2¢ pieces, nickels, 
and most early coins. I have 
noted a large number of the 1924- 
D Lincoln cents with this shift. 
I don’t believe there is a coin 
list or catalogue of this variety.

How to check a two cent “small 
motto” 1864 quickly. 

At the recent meeting of the 
Newark Coin Club an 1864 small 
motto 2¢ piece V.F. was offered 
for auction, the starting bid was 
$10. with no takers. I thought if 
this piece is as stated here is a 
buy. A fast glance showed it to 
be a large motto. 

I have mentioned this new dis- 
covery of mine in an earlier issue 
for our readers, here it is again. 
This is a good method also for 
worn pieces. 

Check the (T) in trust, all 
‘large mottos” the (T) is about 
1/16” away from the creased edge 
of the ribbon containing the 
(WE), whereas, in the small 
motto the (T) is just about 
touching the ribbon. With this 
method of identification one can 
check many 1864 2¢ pieces in a 
matter of minutes. 


I have written to Mr. Yeoman, 
the author of the RED U.S. Guide 
Book, about this and hope it can 
be of help to the collectors. Men- 
tion this at your next club meet- 
ing.

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“MEANS, METHODS, AND METALS OF OLD MONEY MAKERS” 

Probably the greatest source of human history lies open for 
those who delve into the ancient field of Numismatics. Money and 
man have gone hand in hand down through the ages, doing a sort 
of twin act of knowledge for historians, who have used both as 
factual guides in their serious pursuit of the truth. To the question:- 
“How pure were the gold coins of the Egyptian Ptolemies?” we can 
readily answer they were 23 carats three grains fine, with only one 
grain alloy. In the case of Roman gold coinage, it was very pure 
from the earliest times and remained so until the reign of Severus. 
This of course would be of no special interest to collectors of United 
States coins, but factual information is very necessary for those 
who like and search for specie of the ancient world. 

Most of the early gold was mixed with silver which formed 
about one-fifth of the metal content, and is regularly referred to as 
“electrum.” In the time of Severus a very bad or rather a low 
standard for silver coins was created and continued until the period 
of Diocletian. Back in the days of Philip of Macedon of Greece, the 
art of gold refining had reached such fine perfection, that the gold 
coins of the monarch the metal of which was dug from mines of 
Philippi in Thrace, came to the purses of the Greeks in great purity. 
When it came to money the Greeks were quick-witted and smart, 
and knew it was to the public interest that good money produced 
good times. Of course the great monetary frauds of Greek history 
which gave the few despots a temporary advantage, were conducted 
by irresponsible rulers such as Hippias of Athens, Dionysius of Syr- 
acuse, and Polycrates of Samos. 

Counterfeiters in those ancient times used lead actively in their 
art of deception. Copper too was employed by the forgers who silver 
or gold plated both metals. Egyptian coins created under the Roman 
emperors were struck at first from fairly good silver, but eventually 
by degrees they degenerated into a base metal called ‘“Potin,’’ con- 
sisting of copper and tin with but a little silver. This cheapened 
specie was remarkably thick, but many of the coins were well ex- 
ecuted in a peculiar style with uncommon reverses. 

Shape determined the method of making of the early Chinese 
coins. The easiest way of manufacture was to produce them by 
molds, running the molten metal into them, the molds, being 
wrought from bronze, stone, clay, iron or earthenware. Molds, some- 
times like a cluster of fruit, were joined together by narrow channels 
for the passage of the heated metal. The Romans employed a sim- 
ilar method of production which is revealed by the slight projections 
on the edge of the majority of surviving specimens. When the cluster 
cooled, the bands were broken to separate the specie, and the money 
men seemed to care little about the rough protruding ends. 

During the centuries when the precious metals were terribly 
scarce, the coins were not only small, but also very thin, the blanks 
being cut from hammered sheets or strips. At a later period a cus- 
tom prevailed where round coins could be halved or quartered in 
order that the pieces could be used for small change. Also in Scan- 
dinavia and central Europe at one time, square coins actually be- 
came popular because the blanks could be snipped so quickly from 
the metal strips that it seemed a waste of time, and a waste of 
silver trimming them to the shape of the circular impression. About 
1514 Leonardo da Vinci created a mechanical way for punching out 
perfectly formed round blanks uniform in size and weight. Further 
improvements were introduced by the clever Benvenuto Cellini, who 
was Master of the Mint at Rome for seven years. 

The kings upon Greek coins have generally the diadem without 
any other ornament. The side face is always presented, although 
upon some very ancient coins of cities, and Roman consular coins 
full faces are found of amazing relief and expression. Sometimes 
heads are found on the same coin, either impressed on both sides, 
or upon only one. Thus the beautiful gold coin of Ptolemy Philadel- 
pus, king of Egypt, bears his own head and that of Arsinoe, his 
queen on one side, and those of his father and mother Ptolemy I, 
and Berenice on the other. Coins are found also of Anthony and 
Cleopatra, Nero and Agrippina, Agrippina and Germanicus, and 
many others both Greek and Roman. Sometimes two or more heads 
are found upon one side, while the other bears a reverse in the usual 
way. These heads are either adverse, that is opposite to each other, 
face to face, or joined, and both looking one way. Of the adverse 
are the coins of Licinius, father and son, and others. Joined heads 
are found on the finest Greek coins. Sometimes three heads are 
found on one side as in that of Valerian, with his sons Gallienus, 
and Valerian. All such coins are rare and valuable. 

Besides the diadem, the Greek princes sometimes appear with 
a laurel crown. Arsacidae, or kings of Parthia, wore a kind of sash 
around the head with their hair in rows of curls like a wig. Tigranes, 
and the kings of Armenia wore the tiara. Xerxes, a pretty prince of 
Armenia appears on a coin in a conic cap, with a diadem around it. 
Juba, his father had a singular crown like a conic cap all decked 
out with pearls. The successors of Alexander assumed different 
symbols of deity on their busts, such as the lion’s skin of Hercules 
surrounding the head of the first Seleucus. Greek queens had the 
vitta or diadem, while most queens of Egypt had the sceptre.
